The long talked of bawdy 
case has been decided in the court of 
appeals. This waa the injunction 
suit enjoining Mollie Neif, who ran a 
disreputable house on Court street 
from longer maintaing . it. Judge 
Hi - hop decided the case, granting the 
injunction, aod an appeal was take 
to a higher court. This court, in the 
following decision, reverses the judg 
ment of the lower conrt : 

Mollie Neif vs E. Palmer, etc 
Filed April 17. Appeal from Me 
Cracken circuit court. Opinion of 
the court by Judge Hazelrigg — re 
versing 1 

The chancellor below enjoined th 
appellant from using a house, occu- 
pied by her, as a bawdy house, an 
at the instance of certain real estate 
owners entered an order of iterpetua 
injunction. Thia is the first time 1 
the jurisprudence of the state such an 
attempt has been made by the substi- 
tution of the chancellor's orders in 
ieu of ciiminal court process. This 
cannot lie because new conditions 
have arisen calling for the ever ex 
sanding |>owers of the chancellor. It 
s not alleged that there are offens- 
re lights about the obnoxious premi 
ses, but only that pro|>erty is made 
less valuable because of its preseucil 
The jury is wholly consequential? 
The criminal court had best be left 
to enforce the criminal law. These 
are entirely adequate for the purpose 
of suppressing such evils. The sup. 
pression of a nnisance is but the in- 
fliction of a punishment for the crime. 
The one Is inseparable from the other, 
Campbell A Campbell and W Q, 
Bullitt for appellant : C. K. Wheeler 
and Henry Burnett for appellee
